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This decision is in response to applicants' " RENEWED PETITION UNDER 37 CFR 
1.47(b)" which is being treated as a renewed petition under 37 CFR 1.47(a) filed on 05 April 
2006 in response to a decision by this Office dated 10 February 2006. 



The decision by this Office dated 10 February 2006 indicated that requirement (2) had 
not been satisfied. 

On 05 April 2006, petitioner filed this renewed petition accompanied, inter alia, an 
executed composite declaration that includes the signature of the non-signing inventor 
Ravikumar N1TH1YANANDAM.
